Japantee RIflee, Lege end Arme Went 

Hurting Through the Air, and th« 
Hilleides Were Strewn With 
the Dead. 

New Torlr, Sept. 9. — ^What Is hap- 
pening at the st'at of war In known 
only to those on the ground. There is 
no Im mediate news, neither through 
•the meilium of preea diepatohea, nor 
tnm ofllcial eourcea. KuropatUn re- 
ports, in a telegram aent Wedneaday 
OTenlng, that he did not lose a alU' 
trie Klin in his rttreat, and that Ku 
rokl is on his east flank and Okuon 
on his left, and St. Petersburg officials 
aurmiae that a big battle may be 
fought Immediately if the Japanese 
continue to, press on to Mukden. The 
story of bad roads and hampered 
transport is repeated, and from Muk- 
den, in the last dispatch received, 
comes the significant intimation that 
"there la an interesting moTe^ent to- 
ward Tie Pass," the nature of which 
Is not disclosed. 

Chee Foo, Sept. fl. — .\ .Japanese cnl- 
unin, nunitierini; ai)piii\itiiaH'ly 7<i() 
men, while marching along at night 
on a road in the valley between Long 
Hill and Davtaon Hill, met a fright- 
ful disaster, through the explosion of 
an electric land mine on September 
1. The mine was carefully laid by the 
Russians three weeks ago. It covered 
nearly a mile of available marching 
apaoe. The exploalve waa placed at 
.the bottom. Rocks were placed next, 
and on top of these clay was packed 
so carefully that the grcnind Kave the 
impression of not having been dis- 
turbed. The Indications of Japanese 
activity in thia vicinity put the Riia- 
alaoa on guard. Near midnight the 
outposts rushed in and reported that 
the Japanese were approaching. The 
Russians withheld their fire for some 
time. Suddenly they threw a search- 
light up the valley. The Japanese 
opened with a rifle fire. The Raasians 
wiUted until apparently the whole 
Japanese cohiinn was In the danger 
zone. Then the mine was exploded. 

The force of the e-iplosion kiiocl^ed 
a number of Russians down, and the 
aii^t of Japaneae rifles, water bottles, 
lege and arma hurtling through the 
lighted space made by a searchlight, 
was an awful spectacle. Some forks 
landed inside the Russian lines. There 
was one appalling moment, during 
which the garrison itself was stunned, 
then a death«IilM silence. The aearch- 
light coldly lighted up the road and 
hillsides strewn with dead. The follow- 
ing day the Russians burled the dead, 
but, owing to their dismembered and 
mutilated condition, the Russians 
were unable accurately to estimate 
the number of killed. A few Japaneae 
eacaped.

QEOQRAPHiCAL CONGRESS. 



Time Signals Sent Out From United 
States Naval Observatory. 

Washington, Sept. 9. — Thursday 
night the International Ctoographical 
congreaa waa given a reception at the 
United States navay observatory, on 
(ieorpetown Height.s. The rer<'i)tion 
closed with a series of time signals, 
extending over five minutes, and end- 
ing exactly at midnight by 76th me- 
ridian time. Tlie leading obaervatorlea 
of the United States were told of the 
intention of the observatory offlctals 
to send "nt llie n.^nals, and messaRfs 
of reply wcie received from a numbHr 
of them. President Roosevelt, at Oys- 
ter Bay, was Invited to Join in the 
telegraphic loop and accept a mea- 
sage from the congress, of which l.e 
is the honorary president. The 
lowing nu'ssaRcs were sent: 

"The president. Oyster Bay, the 
Eighth International Oeograplileal 
congress, at the closa of ita first day 
in the capital of the United States, as 
indicated by the nddniRht time slg 
nals from the naval observatory, sent 
out in its honor, begs to tender its 
cordial thaaka for ita hospitable wel- 
come in Ameriea." 

"President Dias, City of Mexico, the 
Eight International Geographical con- 
gress, on the first day fif its riiectiiig 
In America, offers its cordial greeting, 
with pleasant anticlpatioaa of a visit 
to your capital." 

Measagea of greeting were also sent 
lo PrkSident Prances, of the St. T.ouis 
evposltion; Senator Depew and Stuv- 
vesant Fish.

St. Petersburg, Sept. 9. — Besides the 
formation of two fresh army oorpa, 

as the first answer to the Japanese 
success at Lla6 Yan^, the Russian 
army at the front will t)e reor^ani/. 'd, 
probably in the form of two armies, 
in command of Gen. Linevitch aud 
G«n. Baron Kaulbara, reapeetively, 
with Oen. Kuropatldn aa commander- 
in-chief. Gen. Kaulbars will go out 
with the two army corps now organiz- 
ing in the government of Kazan, (Jdcs- 
sa, Vilna and ivlef. Gen. Linevitch 
has been ordered by telegraph from 
Vladlvostock to Mukden. Thia decla- 
lon la due in part, doubtless, to the 
growing unwleldlness of the big force 
of Oen.

The Position Waa Selected In Defense 

of Washington In Order That it 
May Be Easy for Reinforce- 
ments to Join Him. 

Corps Headquarters, Ganiesvllle, 

Va., Sept. 9. — Gen. Grant, command- 
ing the blue army, has taken up a 
strong position behind Bull Run. This 
fact has not yet been ascertained by 
Oen. Bell, commanding the attacking 
brown army. This advanoe along the 
Wellington pike has been harrassed 
Just west of PaRel and Lane by the 
First brigade of Oen. Grant's army un- 
der Gen. WInt. Gen Bell opp()se<l this 
force with hia First brigade, under 
Oen. Lee. Taking thia aa hia adver- 
sary's center, he threw the brigades of 
Barry, Regan and Smith to the risht 
of Lee. seemin>;ly in an ( lYort to s^et 
around what would be «he original left 
wing of the blue army. When night- 
fall came at 3 o'clock thia had not beon 
accomplished, owing to the distance, 
and the main line of the blue army 
was behind its rear guard of Wind's 
brigade. 

Gen. Grant selected the position be- 
hind Biill Run. in which to defend 
Waahington, in order that it might 
be as easy as possible for his reln- 
forrenients, wliich aif on the way. to 
join hiin. His jjositiun is not what 
(Icii lit II evidently has calculated on 
in ordering his turning movement, so 
the situation to be developed Friday is 
one of exceeding Interest. For this 
reason Gen. Bell's army is as yet 
fully two miles from the main posi- 
tion of his adversary, and his advance 
is being opposed by a single brigade. 
Gen. Corbin haa traveled the lines 
of both anniea, giving particular at- 
tention to the condition of the men. 
When the two armies come into actual 
contact Friday, if this should be the 
case before 3 o'clock. Gen. Corbin will 
declare the maneuver at aa end, in 
order that the men may get in condi- 
tion for the review Saturday. So 
far as the war problem Is concerned, 
the benefit to the men and officers lies 
In the maneuvering for iKJsltion. When 
the forces collide the respective 
strength each side in each locality 
has deeidea the advantage, rather 
than the shooting of blank cartridges. 
The fighting between the two First 
brigades of each army Thursday re- 
sulted in forcing the blue brigade back 
through a strip of woods it had occu- 
pied Just south of the Wellington 
pike, and ' weat of Pagel and Lane. 
Artillery was used by the brown army 
In this actifin, the fire brins.' dirccled 
info the woods. This was ftillowed up 
liy the advantage of the l)n)wn line, 
and the falling back of the blue, un- 
der the direction of the umpirea. The 
delay of the march to position until 
9 o'clock Thursday is a matter of 
complaint on tlio p.irt of the lirown 
troops, as many as mo prostrations 
from the heat having been reported 
among the brown troops, who were 
compelled to move In the middle of 
the day. These men have been cared 
for In the hospitals in the camps of 
No. 2 and No. 3. and in . tha farm 
houses along the road.

Thursday morning 
Mr. Donnelly conferred with tha mem- 
bers of the national exeentiva com- 
mittee, asking their consent to an an- 
nouncement of the end of the strug- 
gle, and then, having; received favor- 
able answers from all, he declared that 
the strike ot tha mambara of his or> 
ganization would end at midnight; 

The strike of the members of the af- 
filiated imions at tlic stockyards, who 
quit work in synipaihy with tlie Inilch- 
ers, will oflicially be caliid olY Fri- 
day morning at a meeting of the cou- 
fereaoa hoard of the allied trades. This 
was decided on at a mi'etiir-r of iha 
central body of tin alln d tiaili on 
Thursday ni.i;lit. 

Mr. Donnelly said his nun were de 
feated, and that in onli r tn save liis 
union from disruption he would order 
his men to return to work in the 

niorninjr, no matti'r what conrsr inisht 
be taken by other unions. As ilio 
other unions had no grievance of ilieir 
own, but bad gone on strike to aid the 
bntdiers, there waa nothing left for 
them hut to follow tha lead of Mr. 
Donnelly, and they, too, decided to 
call off the atrike, aa far aa they were 

concerned. 

When I lie packers were advised on 
Thursday night that it had been de- 
cided to end tha . atrike, they an* 

nounced that they would give places, 
as far as possible, to the skilled men, 
l)ui it was .Ml ;lie sanif time liiat 
many of these men would be unable to 
secure tneir old places, as in many 
casaa the work waa being performed 
in a aatlafaetory manner by men who 
had been secured since the commence- 
ment of tlie strike. It is expected that 
I be iiiajoritv of the nnsKilU-d men will 
l)e unable to secure iheir places again. 
It was the (juestion of a wage scale 
for thia claaa of men that brought 
about the atrike, the packers refusing 
to sicrn an aiin^enieut witli any class 
other than sl<i!le(l woi 'iNUieii.

•100 persons have been involved in the 
struggle, which is estimated to have 
cost the men about $5,000,000 in 
wa>;es. as aualnat an estimated ktss of

'l"he t-reiifer iniinl'cr of men idle in 
Chicago during the strike was 2t!,t>uO, 
and the total in the country outside 
of this city is estimated to he about 
the same. 

The original cavst of the siriico was 
a demand by t!ie Ihik h<-!s' union that 
the packers pay to the wnskilU'd work- 
men iSVj cents an hour. The pack- 
ers refused an agreement, but oitered 
to arbitrat e the quea tion.
